Message From President, 

President Harding’s message to 
the. service men came through Vice 
President Calvin Coolidge, George L. 
Berry, of Rogersville, Tenn., mresi- 
dent of the International Printing 
Pressmen’s union, and a delegate to 
the convention from his state, spoke 
for the American Federation of La- 
bor. 

The convention was aroused to 
the greatest pitch of ex@itement 
during the afternoon session when 
General Diaz and General Jacques 
delivered their addresses.

Majority Report Favors 
Passage of Dyer Meas- 
ure, While Minority 
Doubts Constitutionality. 


Washington, October 31.—Widely 
conflicting views on the anti-lynch- 
ing bill, now before congress, were 
presented in the house today in ma- 
jority and minority reports from 
the judiciary committée. 

The bill, introduced by 
sentative Dyer, republican, Missou- 
ri, would undertake to wipe out 
lynching by heavy penalties to be 
imposed on persons participating 
and..officers charged with enfore- 
ing the peace. Counties in which 
persons are put to death by mobs 
also would be subject to heavy fines 
in the federal court. 

Citing the demand in the plat- 
form adopted by the last republic- 
an national convention to end lynch-

that both France and Italy will do 
the same thing. 

Jap Problem. 

How to deal with Japan with 
‘firmness, yet with entire friendli- 
‘ness, §S Moré finportant to the sue- 
cess of the conference than the pol- 
icies which France and Italy may 
be asied to adopt.. The Americans 
are convinced that if the Japanese 
find themselves isolated, by reason 
of an agreement between the United 
States and Great Britain, it will 
be less difficult to persuade 
| Orientals to “go along.” 
From all that can beegathered in| 
official circles there is no notion on 
' the part of the American delegation 
| to organize a combination hostile to 
' the Japanese or to janybody 
| concerned. It is not a matter 
hostility, but rather a matter 
diplomatic expediency. 

In the first place, as all interests 
now understand, America takes the 
position that the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance should not be renewed.

Within silken prison walls a tiny life stirs. [here ts a strug- 
ole—minutely unimportant in itself, but as one ol countless m1 
os . . . . .

The little Cvcle of Life must complete its course, so nature 
has provided a way. The end of the cell is moistened while tiny 
pincers claw and rend. 

Soon a hole is made and a little gray-white moth crawls 
forth on wabbly legs to see its world. It rests a tew moments 
on its prison walls—a yellow silk cocoon, firmly bound to a 


twig which has been placed on the feeding table tor the purpose. 


But Nature urges on. Time is brief. In a life span ot four 
to six davs the moth lays eggs to five hundrea or more—eges so 
minute that about one hundred will make a grain! Very soon 
tiny warms emerge from the eggs and feed on voung mulberry, 
leaves which are supplied fresh very trequently. 

These little worms are most voracious eaters and increase 11 
size rapidly, in a few weeks becoming full-fledged caterpillars 
At maturity the caterpillar ceases eating and taks a brief rest. 

At this stage small branches of brushwood are placed on the 
feeding tables. 

Each caterpillar selects a little twig and starts about spin- 
ning its own cell. ; 

[t casts its tiny silken lines here and there tor anchorage 
quite regardless of the yards of thread expended. Nature secms 
to have provided an endless supply. 

Each caterpillar spins a continuous thread of from 800 to 
1.200 yards! The web is woven thicker and denser, till finally it 
centers in a cocoon so closely and compactly woven that no way 
is known to separate the threads. In three or four days the cell 


is finished. The spinning ceases. 


The cycle 1s ‘complete. 

A few days later the cocoons are collected and all the sur 
rounding webs of silk are carefully removed bv intricate proc- 
esses to be spun later into the silks we know. -

A MISSOURI GOLD MINE. 

How a certain Missouri farmer 
discovered a veritable miniature 
gold mine in the form of a cow that 
he had regarded as being inferior 
and of,little worth is told in a re- 
cent issue of the Weekly News Let- 
ter of the federal department of 
agriculture. 

As the News Letter tells 
story of the discovery—

“Before a certain Missouri farmer 
joined the cow testing association, 
report specialists of the United; 
States department of agriculture, 
he owned 4 good herd in which was 
an old crippled cow named Goldie. 
At that very time the owner was 
trying to sell her for $75. To his 
surprise the Babcock 
placed poor, old, crippled Goldie at 
head of the herd but at the head 
the w) association. 

“Her yearly production, as shown 
by the recerds, was 9,300 pounds of 
milk and 526 pounds of butter fat, 
and her yearly earning over cost 
of feed was $267. Goldie belonged 
to a herd whose average yearly 
butter fat production was 3:60 
pounds, yet she was almost 50 per 
cent above the average of the herd 
and more than 209 per cent superior 
to the average dairy cow of this 
country.”

| Dig Deeper for Profits. 


The north Georgia soil is too 
shallow for the best production of 
all kinds of crops, say officials of 
the extension division of the Gegr- 
gia State College of Agriculture. By 
deepening the place where the plant 
roots feed, it is possible to increase 
the yields considerably. 

“One more jinch of soil will often 
increase the yields 15 to 20 per 
cent,” the statement continues. “It 
would, cost a tremendous sum of 
money to haul this amount of soil 
from another place and spread it 
over the land, but fortunately this 
'is not necessary. 

“There is an abundance of it be- 


|, low, afid it can be had by deep plow- 


ing. The fall is the best time to 
increase the depth of the soi] be- 
cause the new soil from below needs 
to be exposed to the weather for 
several months before it is ready for 
crops. Turned up in the fall and 
left for the frosts to tear apart 


and the sunshine and rain to soften, 
the new soil is made ready for the 
spring planting. 

“The only precautions needed are 
not to plow the land too wet nor 
to bring up more than an inch of 
subsoil at one time, If these pre- 
cautions are followed better yields 
will be secured.”
